Jacksonville, Fla., September 22.—Early 
this morning the charred remains of 
Lula Wise, a negro woman, and her foyr 
children were found in the smoking ruins 
of her home near this place, which was 
burned this morning. 

The skulls of the woman and all of 
her children were crushed, indicating 
that they had been murdered and the 
house had been burned to conceal the 
crime. 

The woman ghad not livéd with her hus- 
band for two years. Two years ago, it 
is stated, that he beat her and threaten- 
ed to kill her. She had him arrested 
and he was sentenced to jail for a short 
term. After’ the expiration of his sen- 
tence he disappeared, and it could not 
be ascertained that any one had heard 
from him. The woman supposed he was 
dead. 

A coroner’s jufy was summoned, but 
the hearing was adjourned until: next 
Thursday.

BROKEN INTO THE TOWER 
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ITH the kindly assistance of the 
W local police & Gholstein, the in- 
offensive Hebrew who. reached 
Atlanta several wee ago, has at -last 
succeeded in battering down the barriers 
between himself and the county jail. He 
last night occupied @ ¢ell in the Tower 
and unless he ifs lib ed because of the 
nature of the oharge that ‘has been made 
against him he will remain there until 
his case is called in the state court. 

The case of Gholstein is not much of 
a joke tothe poor fellow himself, but 
it is not without its humorous features, 
particularly as it strongly illustrates the 
methods that are sometimes in vogue in 
police circles. 

J. Gholstein, it seems, was walking 
along the streets of Atlanta when. he 
was spied by a local sleuth. Gholstein 
was promptly regarded as a suspicious 
eharacter and was arrested. He went to 
the police station very quietly and with- 
out any attempt at resistance, a‘ circum- 
stance that naturally excited further 
suspicion. 

After taking the third degree in the 
sweat box he was accused of being a 
certain Guss Bobbs, of Chicago, wanted 
on the charge of embezzlement. The }lo- 
cal papers “played him up” as Gus 
Bobbs for a day. When it developed that 
Chicago did not want him, that he was 
not Gus Bobbs. 

“You have us this time,’ said one of 
the local. police to Gholstein. ‘‘You are 
not Gus Bobbs, but I will tell you who 
you are. You are this Dr. \itziuoir, of 


New York, who is wanted for marrying 
75 wives.”’ 

Gholstein denied being Witzhoff, but to 
a reporter he said: ‘‘Are they going to 
punish Witzhoff for marrying 75 wives?’ 

“If they catch him,” replied the re- 
porter. ’ 

“The man is:already punished enough,” 
said Gholstein. “‘Think of. it;-he has 75 
mothers in law. He is a martyr.”’

That afternoon one of the papers had 
a photograph of Gholstein, 

“What will they do to Witzhoff?’’ ask- 
ed Gholstein. 

“Electrocute him, probably,” 
response.

IN FIGHT WITH NEGROES 
~ ARE SEVERELY WOUNDED 


frank Meador, J, H, Goss and 


F.C, Forbes Were Victims 
of Attack, 


WATER BOTTLES USED 
WITH SERIOUS EFFECT 


Three Georgians Were in Cafe of 
Read House, Chattanooga, and 
They Were Attacked By 
Negroes and Badly Beaten 
One Negro Killed. 


Chattanoga, Tenn., September 22.—As 
the result of a fight which occurred about 
8 o'clock tonight between guests of the 
Read House cafe and three negro waiters 
who were on duty in the cafe, Ed Irwin, 
the head waiter, was snot and instantly 
killed ®y Chief Deputy She#ifY Fred 
Frawley in front of the hotel while ad- 
vancing on the offificer with a knife after 
he had already cutitwo bystanders who 
were aiding Mr. Frawley in making the 
arrest. Mr. Frawley repeatedly told the 
negro to put down his kife and did not 
shoot until after he had hit the man over 
the head several times with the butt of 
his revolver. 

In the preliminary trouble, which oc- 
-curred in the cafe, Frank Meador, super- 
intendent of quarantine for Georgia in 
the Chattanooga district, residing at De- 
catur, Ga.: J. H. Goss, quarantine inspec- 
tor of Decatur, Ga., and F. C, Forbes, 
quarantine inspector of College Park, 
Ga.. were all more or less injured as the 
result of blows inflicted by the negre 
waiters. 

Water Bottles Used. 

Meador had two very ugly scalp wound 
caused by blows inflicted by glass water 
bottles, while Goss suffered from a blow 
across the back of the neck from a water 
bottle and had a short knife wound in 
his neck just above the ear. Forbes was — 
badly shaken up and bruised, but escap- 
ed other injuries. 

To what extent the negro waiters were 
injured could not be learned, as both es-. 
caped and up to a late hour tonight had 
not. been arrested. 

At the inquest held by Coroner Gfites- 
pie, a few hours after the kiting, Mr. 
Frawley was completely exonerated, it 
being the verdict that the shooting was 
in self defense, ;

There is to be an unparalleled rage for lace of 
all kinds, not only for trimmings but for whole 
garments. Lace coats, jackets, boleros, robes, 
trimmings, collar, cuff, vest and pocket sets, and 
chemisette and cuff sets are all to be worn, both 
in real lace and the. machine imitations. Irish 
crochet, and especially baby Irish, is to continue 
in vogue. Empire effects are very good, and fes- 
toon effects are also admired. 

One of the most marked characteristics of 
the new laces is that small dainty patterns are 
preferred to large ones. This applies to all-overs 
as well as to laces, insertions and medallions. 
Of the latter there are as many as ever, for they 
are found useful as well as handsome. Another 
feature of the laces and insertions shown 1s the 
tiny edging, instead of a straight edge unadorned. 
Designs in small floral or combined floral and con- 
ventional patterns with narrow fancy edges are 
very dainty. 

Embroideries are well to the fore. The de- 
mand is so great that it is stated St. Gall is having 
the best year in its history. In these the designs 
are small and dainty, as is the case with the laces. 
The small designs appear to great advantage on 
the new lingerie waists, which will be worn 
through the fall and winter under heavy coats. 
The waists are made of very fine sheer materials, 
and worked upon them, either by hand or by 
machine, instead of the big roses and chrysan- 
themums frequently seen, are small dainty flow- 
ers and leaves and little floral groups, with which 
is combined Valenciennes lace. This is generally 
designed to give a yoke effect, either round or 
shield shaped, and some of the waists show a vest 
effect. of embroidery and lace. Asa rule the 
stocks and cuffs match. 

Importers’ samples from which the more im- 
portant fall and winter orders have been placed 
show every evidence of increasing instead of de- 
creasing elegance. 

Dress fabrics, whether of silk or wool, are 
rich. The high-grade goods include both plain 
and fancy weaves and vary in color from goods 
that are in one tint throughout to combinations 
of several tints of several different colors in one 
fabric. But.the plainest weaves in one tone 
throughout are of exquisite texture, fine and sup- 
ple and handsome. And the fancy weaves and 
combinations of colors are designed and executed 
with really notable artistic refinement as well as 
great beauty. 

In trimmings there is marvelous ingenuity in 
design, and searcely one sample in hundreds that 
is not remarkable for its originality and develop- 
ment. Of course, the success of any trimming 
depends upon its suitability for the selected fabric 
and the style of making up such fabric. A hand- 
some trimming may be made hideous in effect by 
putting it on the wrong goods, or on the right 
“oods when applied on the wrong lines. | 

The most prominent feature of the new trim- 
mings is their resemblance to elaborate hand- 
work. Combinations of two or three or more dif- 
‘erent styles of trimming in one band are the rule, 
and, while the different kinds of trimming may 
be machine-made, they are combined often with 
elaborate needlework stitches so cleverly as to 
look, when in place on dress goods, as if entirely 
hand-made. : 

For tailor-made suits for the street many 
handsome cheviots are shown, and in the best 
qualities the colors, whether dark or light, are 
deep in tone. Each color seems made up of tint 
upon tint, topping off with a soft, rich bloom. 
Dyeing dress -goods surely was never before 
nearly so consummate an art as today. Hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of yards are often sacrificed 
at the start in order to secure a desired new shade. 

The most novel cheviot in the fall importa- 
tions 1s a changeable effect, combining two colors 
and several shades, all so delicately blended that 
no one tint predominates. Many worsted suit- 
ings are shown, and among these the newest 
weave is one producing definite patterns all in 
one tint of one color, the pattern being secured 
wholly by the different manipulations of the 
threads. 

To trim the cheviot and worsted suitings for 
tailored street suits there are many new braids, 
and here again the combination idea is given full 
scope. Many of these braids, ready to sew into 
place, have the look of carefully wrought out, 
hand-made trimmings braided on the goods. 

For handsomer wool gowns so many beauti- 
‘ul broadecloths are being imported, there can be 
no question of their favor. The French create 
their most elegant wool dresses always in their 


fine souple broadcloths, which they gather and 
plait without stint when and where they wish, so 
easy 1s 1t to “do anything”’ with the best French 
broadeloths. For these cloths a great many em- 
broidered effects are among the imported trim- 
mings. These embroideries, which also, when in 
place, look entirely as if'done on the goods, are 
on cloth, on silk and on velvet, and sometimes on 
all three together. But whatever the numbers of 
many cases that the exceptions only prove the 
rule. et eS 
It will not be the fault of designers and im- 
porters if there are any ill-dressed women this 
season 

In every line, from the heaviest suit materials 
to the finest and most delicate trimmings, beauty 
and good taste are displayed. 

Dress goods are elegant and rich. 

Trimmings are exquisite in their refinement, 
and the way in which the colors used have been 
subordinated to the whole produces harmony. 

Colors, rich and bright in themselves, are 
toned down with the aid of laces, braids and em- 
broidery, until one is conscious not of a decided 
color but of a charming general effect. 

As far as the shapes and styles for the win- 
ter garments and those for the early fall are con- 
cerned, almost everything will be good. 

Long coats, short. coats, tight coats, loose 
coats, Empire coats, nondescript coats—all of 
these will be worn by some persons. Most of the 
manufacturers are showing long coats for suits, 
but there are many short jacket suits, and it is 
prophesized that slightly bloused Etons will have 
a vogue. The blouse effect.is not unduly empha- 
sized, as the tendency is to have a jacket which 
fits the figure. Many of the long coats are semi- 
fitted or box. These are largely for general util- 
ity wear. The Empire coat will have a great 
vogue, but though much worn in the daytime it 
is especially good for evening wear. 

The lingerie blouse is one of the features of 
the season, and a novelty which is sure to take 
well is the use of beautiful hand embroidery eom- 
bined with. very narrow. Valenciennes lace. 

So far as corsets are concerned, the trade is 
unanimous in stating that the straight front, with 
the well-defined waist and the bust shghtly higher 
than has been shown for some time past, will be 
the favorite. ‘This is entirely in keeping with the 
general effect of trimness and snugness which is 
a characteristic of the season’s styles. 

For the dress goods, the most desirable for 
day coats and for suits are broadcloths, Vene- 
tian, colored suitings, melton suitings, serges, 
worsted suitings, novelty tweeds, novelty suit- 
ings, whipeord suitings and wool and worsted tar- 
tan suitings, plaids and checks, and heavy rough 
weaves suitable for traveling coats and for bad- 
weather garments. There are also, for early fall, 
shepherd checks, which have, however, been in 
favor for some months past, gray lightweight 
worsteds and very lightweight. broadcloths. 

For afternoon and house gowns; chiffon 
broadcloths, henriettas, cashmeres, draps-de’ete 
and eoliennes are all good, besides the many beau- 
tiful silk-and-wool mixtures, which are in great 
variety. As this is to be a season for complete 
dresses and separate coats, and the separate 
blouse is to be worn. with the suit only, there is a 
demand for lightweight pretty materials to make 
up complete house gowns. ‘Taffetas, chiffon vel- 
vets, chiffon taffetas, failles and silks with a mes- 
saline finish in plain colors, will be much worn in 
the afternoon. Moire has returned to favor, and 
will be used for trimming, as well as for gowns, 
coats with lace skirts, ete. 

For the evening there will be chiffon taffetas, 
chiffon velvets, lovely soft flowered and patterned 
silks, soft satins, crepes, nets, lace of almost every 
kind and combinations of laces. One of the most 
beautiful novelties is the very finest and sheerest 
chiffon batiste on which are combined baby Irish 
lace and eyelet embroidery, or chiffon batiste em- 
broidered in point gaze and repousse. This is in- 
tended for evening gowns to be worn over silk 
foundations. Nothing daintier has been seen for 
some time than this charming combination, which 
has the merit of decided novelty as well as beauty. 

Evening cloaks, many of them in Empire 
style, will be made of fine broadcloth, of velvet, of 
satin and of lovely fancy silks. Chiffon, lace and 
heavy embroidery are all used for lining and trim- 
ming. 

Dress trimmings were never more beautiful. 
Braids are to be much used. They are in great 
variety, from the very plain silk-and-wool braids 
to the most complicated and elaborate ecombina- 


— 


tions. Pull braids are good for trimmings, and 
some of these show a straight silk or satin edge or 
a fringed edge. Some of the braids have the 
edges embroidered with a contrasting color, and 
there are others outlined with a tiny lace edge. 

Embroidered colored trimming bands are to 
be very fashionable, and their variety is So amaz- 
ing that selection is a difficult matter. Besides 
the many colored embroidered bands combined 
with gold, silver or white, there are some beauti- 
ful effects produced by white silk foundations, 
upon which are applied flowers which have the 
effect of colored embroidery. A very handsome 
trimming is composed of a wide band of black and 
red in an embossed effect, the edges outlined with 
narrow lace.. Another oddly pretty trimming is 
of ribbon upon which are worked flowers and 
leaves. Many of the trimmings, machine made, 
simulate handwork so cleverly that it seems 
hardly worth while to expend time and labor on 
the real thing. 

In silks, plain éolors will reign by day and 
patterned effects by night. Much use is to be 
made of silks for gowns for both day-and evening 
formal wear. Many elegant afternoon reception 
gowns will be of silk, and for these the failles are 
so many and so elegant in coloring and texture it 
seems probable that this weave will meet with the 
widest vogue. For evening wear there are many 
printed effects in silks as soft as crepe and with 
much of the luxurious quality of crepe, plus the 
lovely sheen which only silk can have. There are 
flower petal designs in the most natural tints on 
white and delicate grounds that are beautiful 
enough to be made up wholly untrimmed; but for 
their adornment, and that of other silken fabrics, 
trimmings have none the less been provided which 
are so lovely there will be no gainsaying their 
seductiveness when offered in combination with 
the fabrics which they suit. There are a good 
many laces, among them many Cluny designs, 
which look well with printed silks. But fine 
laces which are plain are in the minority; those 
which are embroidered or appliqued or used in 
combinations of many other sorts are much more 
in evidence. For plain colored silks, all-over nets 
(of which there are many handsome new designs), 
the crepes and lace gowns, there is an almost un- 
ending variety of elegant trimmings. Many of 
them are spangled in odd and intricate and hand- 
some designs, spangles in relief being much in evi- 
dence. There are some beautiful spangled robes as 
well as many spangled trimmings, and threis every 
reason to believe that both will be much worn 
again. This season, while the designs are bold 
and striking, there are many straight effects. For 
example, a large floral design in iridescent sequins 


for a skirt is finished with a deep band of sequins 


laid in straight lines, giving the effect of a solid 
fringe. 

Paris is sending us many laces made in de- 
tached shaped pieces, to form the sole trimming of 
dresses of elegant fabrics. These trimmings of- 
ten include a collar, cuffs, revers, pockets and 
corner pieces for one style or another of costume 
coat. These sets are oftenest in the heavy Irish 
crochet and Arabian and Russian effects, and 
come in both real and machine laces. Extemely 
elegant is a bolero set of Irish crochet, consisting 
of the back and front of bolero, shoulder caps and 
deep cuffs. 

To wear under some of the thin, transparent 
dresses is a fine linen, close-fitting body, fasten- 
ing in the front, entirely encrusted with Irish lace. 

One of the new Directoire gowns has the 
back and sides cut in princess style. The front 
has wide revers turned back over the bust, just 
above a very high fitted girdle. Below the girdle 
it is laid in an unstitched box plait. 

One of the new skirts has a triple tunic effect. 
Each of the three sections is pointed and ends 
with a deep hem. | 

A new princess skirt model is plain to within 
a foot of the ground, where it is cut into points 
over a box-plaited flounce. 

Another princess skirt is very narrowly shir- 
red at the sides only, from below the hips to the 
bust line. The shirring is just sufficient to give 
a pretty draped effect. 

A long coat designed in Paris for a private 
order has the front cut down like a man’s even- 
ing waistcoat and buttoned with a large button. 


The vest is of heavy lace with tiny revers of velvet. 


Sleeves are wide at the shoulders and taper 
to the “‘vanishing point,’’ which is at the elbow 
for dressy gowns, at the wrist for simpler frocks. 
Although wide at the top, the new sleeves are in- 
clined to be small in their general effect.

The 
people everywhere continue ,to regard it 
as one of the country’s finest institutions 
and best assets. ; 

Sustained and unquestioned excel- 
lence in’ our great public school sys- 
tem has become so much a matter of 
course that weare apt to lose sight of 
its vital connection with the progress, 
the prosperity and the finé moral and 
intellectual tone it has been largely 
the means of abetting in this country. 

The public schools of America are 
not exceeded in thoroughness of cur- 
riculum and true democracy of regula- 
tions by those of any other nation -in 
civilization. Those of England and 
Germany are notably well organized 
and conducted; in the background, 
however, there is always the perni- 
cious if unseen. influence of sharp 
class distinctions.

To a degree, the proposed 
remedy will correct this evil, al- 
though it is apparent that -there can 
be no absolutely sure method for 
muzzling the correspondent with a 
fervent imagination and not too many 
professional scruples. The best that 
can be done is to discredit him.

Time wag when circuses 
and theatrical agencies monopolized 
this peculiar field. With the gather- 
ing realization of the value of pro- 
viding the press with authentic in- 


aatinc Mii “eile ti ‘enews ums aE 
guage, the vogue of the press bureau 
has flourished apace. Organizafion 
has placed its centralizing fingér on 
publicity as it has on the bulk of 
our public institutions, 

And there are indications that. the

gance, exaggeration, perhaps a little 
intrigue under guise of diplomacy. 
Its material worth has, however, been 
too well established to leave any doubt 
as to its permanency; and time and 
experience may be relied on to prune 
some of its more glaring peccadilloes. 
Looking to Our Industria] Future,

within the lagt twenty-five years. The

It is interesting, however, to review 
the approximate progress very briefly, 
since the astounding increases here 
given furnish a reliable forecast of 
the future and our duty in the prem- 
ises. The value of manufactured pro- 
dugts in Georgia has appreciated from 
$36,440,948 in 1880 to, approximately, 


| $142,000,000 for the year ending 1904. 


These figures represent an increase of 
nearly 400 per’ cent, and constitute 
one of the most phenoménal show- 
ings in economic and industria] his- 
tory. The ratio of increase, moreover, 
between the consecutive decades is ex- 
pressed in such steadily rising numer- 


prophecy that in the years of the im- 
mediate future manufacturing indus- 
tries will increase in volume and di- 
versity in proportions far exceeding 
those now on _ record. 

It need not be emphasized that the 
'two main difficulties in the way of 
development are the supply of capital 
and labor, skilled and otherwise. The 
former handicap is largely regulated 
by the latter, for it has been stated 
that once capitalists and manufactur- 
ers are assured of adequate labor the 
erection of factories and mills, large 
and small, will proceed with unprec- 
edented activity. It will be seen, 
therefore, that great as has been our 
progress in the past in manufacturing 
lines, the ultimate industrial destiny 
of Georgia may correctly be pro 
nounced as in the formative stage. 

One of the agencies which will play 
a star role in the future, and which 
will aid largely in the solving of the 
problem of labor, is the Technological 
school and other institutions patternea 
along similar lines. Under tutelage 
which requires no eulogy at this date, 
it has already sent forth a small army 
of skilled workers who, cooperating 
with the graduates of able institutions 
in sister southern states, are gradual- 
ly elevating the technical skill of the 
southern industrial masses in signifi- 
cant proportion. Since, however, we 
are merely on the threshold of our in- 
dustrial development, it follows that 
the usefulness of the Technological 
and other schools dévoted to the 
training of technical workers is also 
in an initial stage. 

The province of the Technological 
school and, by déductive logic, that of 
colleges operating toward like practi- 
cal ends, is thus ably defined by the 
Hon. Larry Gantt, in a recent com- 
munication to The Constitution: 

A tidal wave of industrial ‘development 
is nOW sweeping over the south. and 
with the completion of the Panama canal] 
it will increase ten-fold, for the tendency 
of all manufacturers is to seek the near- 
est and cheapest route to thé marts of 
the world. When this inter-oceanic wa- 
terway ts open you will see not only the 
New England cotton mills, but the other 
great manufacturing fndustries in the 
north, east and west transplanted south. 
Georgia ought to be prepared to take 
charge of those industries, and see that 
they are managed and operated under 
the guidance of our own people, for this 
is the only means by which they can be 
controlled in {& interest of the south. 
To do this we must begin to fit our young 
men for this important task, and this can 
only be done by the generous support 
and upbullding of our state’s School of 
Technology. On that instftution hinges 
the future industrial upbuifding, deve'op- 
ment and prosperity of Georgia. This 
fact no reasoning man can or will deny. 

Mr. Gantt has not exaggerated the 
situation. 
| The duty of fitting our young men 
for this rapidly opening new era is 
one that becomes more pressing each 
day. If we are to reap the full bene 
fits of that lying before us, we must 
pursue the broad-minded policy whith 
anticipates the future by laying 
foundations for its more spacious su- 
perstructure. The hearty support ac- 
corded the Technological school by 
both people and state, is, tké#fefore, 
cause for universal congratulation. 

We should not, however, rest con- 
tent with our well-expended energies 
in this direction. The school consti- 
tutes, it is true, one of our most valu- 
able present and future assets. But it 
is not premature to consider, even 
now, such further extension of our 
industrial and technical educational 
system as will meet the needs of the 
dawning tomorrow. The investment 
thus far has certainly been eminently 
profitable; and to the man whose 
mental horizon is not bounded by 
mere months it should indicate the 
advisability of additiona] investment 
in the same Cause.

TASTE IN CURRENCY. 


Editorial Art Critic Finds Fault 


Witn New $20 Note. 


(From The Philadelphia Ledger.) 

The United States has been unfortunate 
in its coinage and currency. The me- 
chanical execution of our coliage is all 
that need be desired, but our mint has 
never risen to the oportunity, which many 
governments in all ages have improved, 
to make the coins of the nation works of 
art and things of beauty. With ail the 
frequent changes of design, we have not 
one coin that we can feel proud to put 
beside the contemporary ‘coinage of Euro- 
pean countries, not to mention the nich 
art of ancient or of mediaeval times, 

The same artistic poverty afflicts our 
paper currency. The engraving is exqui- 
site: the design is usually uninteresting 
and often positively bad. Some years aga 
an intelligent effort was made to improve 
the character of the treasury notes, and 
competent artists actually were employed, 
The work was new and unfamiliar, and 
though the notes were vastly superior to 
anything done before or since, there were 
some technical objections to the designs 
which furnished the officials with a pre- 
text for discarding artistic advice and 
falling back on their own machine-made 
commonplace. 

Their latest offense is in the new twen- 
ty-dollar gold certificate, which is the 
more offensive because more pretentious 
than anything they have hitherto at- 
tempted. The certificate heretofore is- 
sued was suaqb a thing as a job printer 
of restricted taste might have set up with 
type, but it had the merit of legibility. 
It simply certified, in plain letters, that 
“there have been deposited in the treas- 
ury of the United States twenty dollars 
in gold coin, repayable to the bearer on 
demand.’’ There was a Vignette of Gar- 
field at one end and a big 20 at the oth- 
er: and that was all. Nothing more was 
required. If the effect was poor, it was 
at least innocuous, 

The new certificate has a heavy, dark 
scroll border in which appears nothing 
but the words “United States of Amert. 
ca,’’ the preceding words being too small 
to be read without glasses, with the 20 
in each corner so nearly of the same 
value with the other ornamentation as to 
be hardly perceptibJe. Another 20 ap- 
pears in bright yellow at the top, and 
‘in gold coin,’”’ also in yellow, at’ the 
bottom, the remaining phraseology “being 
changed to “payable to tie bearer on 
demand’—not “repayable’—a change 
more curious than important. None of 
this is distinct. There is an exquisite 
little engraving from Stuart’s Washing- 
ton in the center, but the blank space 
is smeared with an ugly yellow, and the 
back of the note is printed in a yellowish 
brown. with a “seal” in the center that 
suggests a brewer's sign. 

This note combines the two cardinal] 
faults of ugliness and obscurity. It is 
overloaded with bad ornament that over- 
whelms the realy beautiful execution of 
the central portrait, and the aggressive 
use of color is absolutely tasteless, while, 
worst of all, the note does not plainly ex- 
press its purpose or its value. Fortu- 
nately, a Hoong: -onaree gold certificate 
ic not intended fof popular circulation, so 
that. its debasing effect will probably be 
limited. But its general vulgarity is not 
less discreditable to the authority that is- 
sues it, and the credit of the United 
States demands that the execution of the 
nationa} currency be taken out of igno- 
rant wwands and intrusted to some one 
with at least a glimmering of artistic 


judgment.
